‘AGREE ON FINANCIAL BILL 


PROPOSED IN 


Semate Act Practically ReaMtmea by 


Almost All of the Dis»vuted Poiats 
~Enlarged Gold Reserve and Bond 
Retanding Plan Which Will Save 
the Nation Millions of Deolars— 
Analysis of the Bill. 


W v. C., Feb. 23.—{Special4— 
By the agreement among the conferees of 
the Senate and House today the passage of 
a financial bill is assured which marks the 
most radical change in banking and currency 
methods since the passage of the resump- 
tion act. 

The agreement in the conference prac- 
tically ends everything, as the party major- 
ity in each House is sufficient to send the 
bill to the President without change. 

The bill, as agreed on, niakes gold the 
standard of the country, provides for main- 
taining the parity between all kinds of 
money on a gold basis, encourages the banks 
to increase the notes in circulation, provides 
for more subsidiary coinage and a greater 
amount of small notes, and, finally, provides 
the refunding of nearly all the national debt 
at a rate which will save the people millions 
of dollars annually. 

The bill as it comes from the conference is 
almost wholly the bill passed by the Senate. 
The House has yielded practically every- 
thing in dispute and has secured only a few 
unimportant concessions. .. 

The language of the bill has been changed 
in some instances and the sequence of para- 
‘graphs altered, but for &ll practical pur- 
poses the law as the President signs it will 
be the bill as it passed the Senate. 


- . Expands Present System. 

It is a notable fact that the new currency 
measure merely extends and expands the 
Present banking system and the present cur- 
rency scheme. The gold standard is firmly | 
fixed and the banks have an incentive to 

issue notes, but there is not the faintest sug- | 
gestion of asset banking or any of the other | 
alleged financial yagaries recommended by 


cial conferen¢e at Indianapolis. 

On the contrary, the legislation finally 
enacted by Congress is directly opposed to 
these theories and utilizes existing law in 
all cases, changing the standard only by re- 
affirming it in stronger terms and adding to 
the circulating medium only by the kind 
customed.

When greenbacks 
are in the reserve, having beep redeemed in 
gold, they are not ꝓaid out except in return 
tor gold. It there is gold in the general 
fund it can be exchanged for greenbacks. 
Likewise, if gold is secured by the sale of 
bonds, it is first put into the general fund 
and then exchanged for greenbacks, 

It is specifically provided, however, that 
the greenhacks in no case can be used to 
meet deficiencies in revenue, but of course 
will be available either to buy bonds or gold. 

Under section 3 the legal tender quality of 
the silver dollar and all other money is main- 
tained. 

Section 4 establishes two bureaus of issue 
and redemption; which are merely to take 
‘charge of the trust funds in the Treasury, 
that is to say, the gold, silver, and United 
‘States notes held to redeem certificates of 
equal amounts. 

Under section 5 Treasury notes are retired 
as fast as the sliver bullion is coined. 

Section 6 provides for the issue: of gold 

certificates. 
The increase in the circulation of small 
notes is provided in the seventh;section of 
the bill, by declaring that 90 per cent of all 
the silver certificates shall be of denomina- 
tions of 310 and under, and the other 10 per 
cent limited to $20, $50, and $100. As fast 
as the silver Certificates of denominations 
‘higher than $10 are changed into small notes 
greenbacks of like amount are similarly to 
be changed into notes of $10 and upwards. 
The effect of this, will be to put the silver 
certificates into the hands of retail holders, 
and thus rendering it unlikely that they 
should be presented ‘for redemption in any 
amounts large enough to embarrass the 
Treasury. 

Another step in the direction of supplying 
the demand for retail exchange is a pro-

The petition filed with the wil estimates 
the estate at $4,000,000 realty and $135,000 
personal property, but one of the attorneys 
said last night it would reach $5,000,000. At 
the same time he declared the annual in- 
come would be at least $300,000, which would 
be, of course, 5 per cent on $6,000,000.

It begins by pronouncing 


the training of English cavalry in scouting 
incomplete. It then declares that the Ger- 
man marreuvers are of little value, because 
the scouting service is performed with ref- 


erence to results only, without considering 


the conditions which real action impose. 

The Wochenblatt naturally does not men- 
tion the Emperor, but his fondness for mag- 
nificent cavalry charges and splendid evolu- 
tions is known to all military students. 

Points Out a Remedy. 

The article demands an increase of the 
cavalry to war requirements, the abolish- 
ment of traditional routine drill, and the 
avoidance of all pretentious parades. The 
writer also wonders why the cavalry is 
given a weapon inferior to the infantry, 
while it is expected to win swift victories 
and retreat before the enemy’s infantry 
is within operating distance.

MAKES CONSUMPTION HIS TEXT. 


Dr. A. d. Klebe Discusses the Disease 
and Its Prevention at Academy 


of Sciences. 


7 consumption: Its Nature and Preven- 
tion,“ was the subject of a lecture by Dr. 
‘Arnold C. Klebs at the Academy of Sciences 


last night. The paper was the seventh in a 
series of free popular lectures at the academy 
and in it the doctor argued that between 
the ages of 15 and 45 it is responsible for more 
than one-third, and between 15 and 35 years 
for almost one-half the deaths. And yet, in 
the course of his talk, the doctor indorsed 
the statement of Pasteur that it is in the 
power of man to cause all parasitic maladies 
to disappear from the world.” | 

As showing the inroads of consumption on 
the human family Dr. Klebs said that in the 
United States 100,000 persons die of it every 
Fear. In England and Wales 16,177 persons 
died of typhoid and scarlet fevers and diph- 
theria in 1892, while in the same period 60,000 
persons were victims of consumption. In al- 
most every zone he said that the same gen- 
eral conditions hold true. 

The bacillus of consumption he showed to 
be a plant growth of low-order, against 
which the human system is more or less 
fortified. The skin, intact, is impervious to 
it. Through the nasal passages, through 
wounds, or through the digestive organs it 
finds its way into the system. Once inside, 
it finds the white corpuseles of the blood 
making trouble for it, but if the system be 
not strong enough to throw it off and out

“The. Love of Parson Lord, and Other 
Stories.” By Mary E. Wilkins. Inus- 
trated.

1 4 18S WILKINS shares with Mr. How- 
elis the honor of being an expert 
authority on the New England con- 
science: No other living writers can 
penetrate the mysteries ef this shy 
and austere thing and bring out of it the 
“same tender and human mingling of humor 


and pathos as can these two writers When 


at their best. Perhaps it is because nobody 
“else has the necessary patience and tol- 
— share of literary ret 
It requires a large share o erary ret- 
icence and of the self-repression of Purt- 
tanism itself to remain calm and sympa- 
“thetic in the presence of characters whose 
highest idea of duty is the stifling of every 
“natural human instinct or emotion. Imag- 
ine a group of Miss Wilkins’ fiction people 
-under Kiplink’s hand, for instance, as they 
begin to go their perverse and provoking 
ways, animated by some of the finespun and 
inhuman theories of duty that dominated 
the New-Englanders of a century ago. He 
would instantly upbraid them with language 
that would shock the prim creatures into

Next to loyalty comes, of 
course, love, yet none of the adventures is 
so délightfully told as is the romance which 
reveals how the hero came to know and love 
Irene Repyngdon, the girl who was born in 
his own home on a stormy night, when the 
mother had fied from her drunken husband. 
Irene is made to share some of Flamsteed's 
adventures, and at one time ig his companion 
in a dungeon into which his enemies have 
thrown him. Incidentally the hero assists 
in securing a closer imprisonment for 
Mary Queen of Scots, and in the end he is 
royally rewarded by Queen Elizabeth. 

here are some flaws in the story, anda 
noticeable one is révealed when the author 
causes the treacherous Knight, Blakeloke, to 
indulge in a bedroom soliloquy that reveals 
his intentions to the concealed messenger. 
We doubt whether Knights of the sixteenth 
century were in the habit of telling aloud 
their secrets, even when in the seclusion of 
their own chambers. And romancers are 
always lax in their treatment of their hero- 
ines.

New Life of Erasmus. 
Desiderius Erasmus of Rotterdam.“ 
By Ephraim Emerton. Heroes of the 
Reformation geries. G. P. Putnarh’s Sons. 
No thoroughly Satisfactory life of Erasmus 
has ever been written. Erasmus was so 
many sided, had to do with so many sorts of 
people, did himself so many things, that it 


is no easy matter to make out and make clear 
a true representation of the man and his 
career. Nobody questions that he was one 
of the most remarkable and most influential 
man of the sixteenth century. He would in 
his lifetime have laughed outright at the idea 
of his being reckoned one of the heroes of 
the Reformation.” No doubt. the Reforma- 
tion would not have been what it was but 
for the tremendous personality and force of 
Martin Luther; but even so, it would not 
have been possible but for Erasmus, the real 
genius of the renaissance of independent 
Christian scholarship. Erasmus gave the 
New Testament in the original Greek back to 
Christian scholarship, and Luther gave the 
Bible to the people in their own tongue. Be- 
tween the two the scriptures were restored to 
the church and to the people as the final au- 
thority in faith and life. 

The author of the life of Erasmus chiefly 
confines himself to setting forth the reform- 
er’s relations to the Reformation, and he 
appears to have done his work with laborious 
painstaking and with excellent spirit. He 
makes no effort to canonize him as a saint. 
Luther's “ Table Talk contains this para- 
graph: Dr. Martin said that the Blector 
of Saxony had an interview with Erasmus 
at Cologne in 1519 and had given him a cloak 
and said afterwards to Spalater: What kind 
ofamanis Erasmus? One cannot tell where 
one stands with him.’ And Duke George 
said, after his fashion; ‘ Plague take him! 
One never knows what he is at. I like better 
the way of the Wittembergers; they say yes 
and no.“ é,

Proportion and Harmony of Line and 
Color in Painting, Sculpture, and Archi- 
tecture.” An essay in comparative 
esthetics. By Professor G. L. Raymond, 
Princeton. G. P. Putnam & Sons. 
Comparison, along all the lines of Mumm 
nating research and progressive studies, is 
the method of modern science. Professor 
Raymond, in the study of the various de- 
partments of esthetics, has wisely followed 
this method, and with some interesting re- 
sults.

Such an archi- 
tecture can be thoroughly original, he says, 
but “whatever may be the nature of his 
designs, the architect who deals with shapes 
must remember that shapes fill space, just 
as sounds fill time, and that for the purposes 


of art the appearances of similarly related 


measurements in the one are as necessary 
as in the other. He must never forget that 
the fundamental principle in art is to group 
sizes as well as shapes, by putting together 
those that, if not in wholes, in parts at least 
can be made to seem alike.’’ 

The proportions of the human figure are 
considered both theoretically and practical- 
ly. “If,” he concludes, ‘“ without rhythm 
there can be no effective music or poetry, 
how should there be effective painting or 
sculpture without proportion?“ Carrying 


“out the correspondence between the arts, 


Professor Raymond says the harmony of 
outline seems related to that of color pre- 
cisely as the harmony of words is related 
to that of musical notes. Significance and 
effect are the objects desired. Those to 
whom color is a delight will find much that 
is interesting regarding color effects, com- 
binations, afd contrasts, and the laws gov- 
erning their use in painting, as also the 
methods of the great masters. 

The aim of the book is practical. Taste 
in appreciation or production can be cul- 
tivated, the author says, and in the degree 
to which it is cultivated a new realm of 
thought will be open. To open such a region 
to the mind has been the object of these 
volumes, and they are intended to appeal 
to the understanding rather than the im- 
agination.

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In The Judgment of Helen Thomas 
Cobb confirms the fact, practically estab- 
lished by his previous books, that, in his 
way, he writes most engagingly.

In 
the meantime Barbrook arrives and is 
treated so badly that Patty takes it upon 
herself to comfort him: While Patty is 
comforting Barbrook, and Maurice is con- 
vincing Helen, her r mamma is suffering 
all the tortures of suspense. The climax 
comes when she overhears one tender con-

A worse day for the con- 
vention, they say, could not have been 
chosen, as on that day the railroads Are 
running cheap excursions between all pol 
east of the Missouri River, and genera 
all the available railroad equipment is re- 

ulred for the handling of this business.

City, fail to see how enough equipment can 
be secured at that time for the handling 
of the crowds that will want to go to the 
convention. To give up the regular 4th of 
July holiday excursions to accommodate 
the Democratic convention crowds railway 
official’ say, would be poor policy.

DENIES LOW RATES ON IRON. 


August Pollak Answers Statement 
That Railroads Make Possible Enor- 
mous Profits of Carnegie. 


Chicago, Feb. 23.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~—Your issue of the 22d reproduced a com- 
munication to a New York paper from a gen- 
tleman who, being President of a railroad 
company, finds the columns of the metropoli- 
tan press open to his articles, particularly 
when he presents an array of figures to 
fortify his arguments with statistics. The 
object of the article in question was to show, 
as stated in your head lines, that railways 
favor iron masters and that low freight 
rates make possible the enormous profits.“ 
This is one of the cases where figures are de- 
ceiving. In fact, the whole statement is 
simply ridiculous. Tae TRIBUNE has proven 
often that the fact of so many railroads 
being in the hands of receivers is due, first, 
to reckless building where railroads are not 
wanted, and, second, to the generous amount 
of humidity in the capital stock. The favors 
shown iron masters have nothing to do with 
it. The Carnegie company particularly, 
which, as the article states, makes half the 
iron in this country, obtains all its iron ore 
by water transportation to a point on Lake 
Erie, from where it is hauled the last 150 
miles to their mills over railroads entirely 
owned by themselves. The other principal 
raw materiai, coke, comes a distance of 
about seventy-five miles over the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, which, up to date, has not 
passed as yet into the hands of a receiver 
and charges for the transportation of the 
coke rates ample enough to net them a profit, 
although I admit that they are not near so 
high as the outrageously excessive “ Illinois 
distance tariff rates which the complain- 
ant's road imposes wherever possible. Other 
iron masters, whether located in Chicago or 
in the Alabama district, can obtain their raw 
material on an equally short railroad haul 
basis. The gentleman’s contention that the 
railroads were suffering since 1804, during 
the time the iron plants were enjoying un- 
eyualed prosperity, is ludicrous in the ex- 
treme. The iron business was in a most un- 
satisfactory condition up to one year ago. 
It is true that during a few months in 1895 
there was a short reign of prosperity, but the 
railroads took quick advantage of that fact 
by not only raising. their rates one mill per 
ton a mile, but between here and Pittsburg. 
where the Carnegie mills are located, rates 
were advanced fully 19% per cent during 
that period. Ever since rates have been so 
high as to prohibit shipments for any dis- 
tance, until the prosperous times of 1899 
again made shipments possible for a short 
season, when the railways immediately re- 
sponded by putting up rates high enough to 
again preclude business. |

masters is the fact that for the last year the 
railroads have been renewing their tracks 
practically free of charge and at the ex- 
pense of the iron masters, because the prices 
they were realizing for old rails and scrap 
were far in excess of what they paid for the 
new rails on the contracts made early in the 
year. The same also applied on material 
going into their freight cars and locomotives. 
The short of the matter is that the recent 
consolidations of iron and steel manufactur- 
ers are principally due to the fact that the ex- 
cessive freight gates on iron products made it 
imperative for manufacturers to unite in 
order to supply consumers from the nearest 
mill, thus avoiding freighting raw and fin- 
ished material at such a distance as former- 
ly. The freight rates on iron products areas 
high today, when hauling cars containing 60,- 
000 and 80,000 pounds, as they were in the 
days when 30,000 and 40,000 pounds were the 
rule, and it is a fact that (barring the pur- 
chases during the last three or four months) 
their track and train equipment does not cost 
them any more for the present large capacity 
than they paid at the prices ruling up to ten 
years ago for the lighter ‘equipment. It is 


also a fact that the roads that are in the 


hands of the receivers have done little, if 


any, of this iron hauling. |

The Lord Mayor serves but a 
single term, and at the end of it he is almost 
always knighted by the Queen, so that he 
goes out of office with the handle of ‘ Sir’ 
to his ame. 

But the government of London proper, 
the great city of 4,000,000 people, is in the 
hands of the London County Couneil, a 
thoroughly representative body which, 
chosen dfrectly by the people, sees that the 
will of the people is carried out as nearly 


Jas possible. 


“Greater London, which comprises the 
County of London, consists of fifty-seven 
districts. From each of these districts two 
members of the Council are chosen. Every 
man in London who owns or rents a place 
for his family to occupy, though it be only a 
single room, is entitled to vote for these 
Councilors. The franchise is also extended 
to all widows and unmarried women who 
on or rent property, to all British subjects 
who own property in the metropolis, and to 
all who live within fifteen miles of the city 
and who occupy business premises in the 
city for which they pay above a certain low 
amount of rental: annually. ; 

“Any man who is entitled to vote for 
Councilor is qualified to be a candidate for 
the Council. I am told that some of the 
candidates for the City Council in Chicago 
spend thousands of dollars each time they 
are elected. What would they think of a 
law which absolutely prohibits a candidate 
to spend more than $125, with an additional 
allowance of six cents for each voter in his 
district above the first 500? In Greater Lon-~ 
don this law not only exists but is strictly en- 
forced. No candidate is allowed to spend 
anything for the conveyance of voters, for 
bands of music or parades, or for any other 
y public demonstration. The term of office 
for a member of the London County Council 
is three years. 

Another point in which the English meth- 
od differs from that employed in Chicago 
and other American cities is that it is not 
necessary that a City Councilor should live 
in the district which he represents. Thus 
Lord Rosebery, once Premier of England, 
was sent to the County Council as the repre- 
sentative of a poor district in the East Side 
of London, and John Burns, the great labor 
leader, sat for a district in which he did not 
reside. In this way a district which fails to 
find the best material within its own limits 
may go outside and pick out the best man, 
it can find in the whole city. 

The County Council organizes by elect- 
ing a chairman, who is the nearest approach 
to a Mayor in the English organization, and 
a vice chairman. It also selects nineteen 
men outside its own membership who are 
called Aldermen, and serve for six years 
each. In this way the Council gets the bene- 
fit of the assistance and advice of experts 
and men prominent in various walks of life 
who for one reason or another have not 
been elected to the Council. Lord Rose- 
bery was the chairman of the first County 
€ouncil, and Sir John Lubbock and John 
Burns were among its members. 

Neither the Councilors nor Aldermen 
are paid for their services, though, on the 
average, each member attended 125 commit- 
tee meetings a year in addition to the regu- 
lar weekly session.* It is rarely that the 
Council, as a whole, is obliged to hold more 
than one meeting of four hours’ duration 
each week, though the amount of business 
transacted is enormous. The legislative cal- 
endar, called in London the agenda paper, 
is the one thing which does most to expedite 
the transaction of business. This paper 
is printed each week and contains, in crys- 
tallized form, the result of the proceedings 
of each of the forty or more committees 
which have met since the Council last held 
a session. The conclusion which each of the 
‘committees has reached on the questions

RIALS ARE GROWING CHEAPER, 


Revision of Quotations Gives Promise 
of Greater Activity — Condition of 
the Various Industries of the Coun- 
try and Clearings of the Week in 
the Leading Cities of the United 
States and Canada — Movement ot 
the Cereals, 


New York, Feb. 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

Prices in materials are yielding. If not the 
best news possible for some speculators, it 
is the best that could come for the country, 
since industries could not long prosper with- 
out reaction from the extreme prices caused 
by actual or supposed scarcity of materials 
last year. 

Some help comes from new iron furnaces 
that have opened or approach completion; 
some from the famine in India, which sends 
hither shiploads of hides; some from the 
much increased stocks of sheep, which have 
weathered the winter; and some from the 
opening of new iron, zinc, and copper mines. 
The causes are many, but the revision of 
quotations gives promise of greater activity 
in all the chief industries. 

The great iron industry has been embar- 
rassed by prices for pig and billets which 
were no longer sustained by the gradually 
yielding prices of products. Considerable 
transactions are now reported at Philadel- 
phia $1 to $1.80 per ton below recent quota- 
tiens; at Pittsburg 20,000 tons bessemer have 
been sold and 75,000 tons billets, both iron 
and steel being reported $1 per ton lower. 

The new furnaces supplying foundry iron 
have been competing sharply at the Hast. 
and small sales of bessemer have been made 
for Pittsburg delivery at 50 to 65 cents 
below previous quotations, Sheets are 
strengthened there by the new combina 
tions’, though it does not embrace some large 
works, but with this addition of 500,000 tons 
yearly and its sales to the hoop and tinplate 
companies the National Steel has secured 
large and rich mines in Minnesota. Plates 
are still weak, as most consumers are pro- 
vided far ahead, but the Pacific orders cover 
2.000 tons and the Chicago and Northwestern 
has placed orders to the East for 5,600 tons 
bridge work. Rail mills are full, but have 
taken a small contract for export, and bet- 
ter business enables tinplate works which 
have been idle to résume. 

Cheaper hides and leather enable boot and 
shoe makers to take contracts for split goods 
at 2% cents less than prices recently asked, 
and some large sales have resulted, giving 
part of the shops work for some time. Oth- 
ers are getting few orders and some are 
stopping or expected to stop in two weeks. 
The yielding in split leather began early this 
month and in hemlock sole a week earlier, 
and has reached one cent per pound, while 
this week union backs and kip and glove 
grain upper leather are cheaper. Hides at 
Chicago have again yielded, making a full 
of 7.3 since Dec. 30. Supplies accumulate, 
and on wharves at Jersey City 250,000 sides 
were landed from India.

Bradstreet’s review of the state of trade 
will say: | 

General distributive trade is of satisfac- 
tory volume, though affected by weather 
conditions and holidays. Spring business is 
enlarging at many markets East and West, 
the presence of buyers being encouraged by 
special passenger rates. A softening of 
prices of speculatively dealt in staples is to 
be noted, but the reactions are of narrow 
extent. 

Money is steady as a whole and no higher 
than a week ago. Bank clearings compari- 
sons are rather less favorable, partly be- 
cause of less pronounced speculative actiy- 
ity at this time last year. 

Gains in railway earnings for the first two 
weeks of February are of absolutely phe- 
nomenal proportions, but it must be remem- 
bered that there were exceptionally severe 
weather conditions experienced last year. 
In spite of this, however, it is to be said that 
east-bound tonnage is of unparalleled vol- 
ume, while shipments of spring goods to the 
country are large.

Restrained from Discontinuing Its 
Telegraph Market Reports — Billi 
Filed by Kansas City House Alleges 
Intended Discrimination in the Dis- 
tribution of Daily Quotations—Pres- 
ident Warren Denies Action in Re- 
striction of Service by Directory.

Ome reet Commission company of Kansas 
int 5 bones restrains the Board of Trade from 
which ring with the telegraph circuits over 
2 seneral market information passes 
rom the Chicago Board of Trade. The writ 
was issued without notice to the defendants, 
it being alleged that should the application 
therefor become known before the issuance 
of the order the complainant would be de- 
prived of its market report service. 

The bill, in addition to the prayer for the 
injunction, seeks general relief from the 
effects of alleged discrimination which it 
is asserted is planned against it and others 
by the Board of Trade in pursuit of the 
alleged policy of limiting the advantages 
of the daily market report to its own mem- 
bers and a favored few who will be accorded 
the privilege. 

The magnitude of the business transact- 
ed by the Chicago Board of Trade and its 
effect on the market in other cities is made 
the foundation of the plea that the busi- 
ness of transmitting the daily report of the 
market fluctuations has acquired a public 
Interest. It is asserted that any restraint 
of the free dissemination of the reports 
as now done by the “ tickers controlled by 
the Western Union Telegraph company 
would be detrimental to public interest and 
in restraint of trade. | 


As to Control of Reports. 

The complainant asserts that the Board of 
Trade has threatened to bar the Western 
Union Telegraph company from the floor of 
the exchange, and also that negotiations are 


company to allow it alone to connect its 
wires with the exchange floor of the board. 
The Kansas City firm claims that if the 
Postal company has the exclusive posses- 
Sion of the Board of Trade news none but 
members of the Board of Trade or approved 
correspondents will be enabled te secure the 
market reports. 

The further allegation is made that the 
Western Union Telegraph company claims 
that it will be put off the floor of the board 
unless it ceases to furnish market news to 
the Kansas City company.

sheiks. The influence which he acquired 
at Constantinople was superior to that en- 
joyed by any other foreigner during the 
present century, and it was entirely due to 
his advice that the Sultan adopted the fatal 
policy of planting circassian colonies in Bul- 
garia previous to the war of 1876. At one 
moment he was British Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the Argentine Republic. 


The new Austrian Premier, Dr. von Koer-

In the case of the First National, the off 
cial who had employed the boys pleaded 
that he was out when a formal notice was 
given by the State inspector a year ago. 
His $10 fine was suspended. 

Many of the smaller firms who have been 
found employing small boys have com- 
plained that they are being discriminated 
against. They assert that the State law is 
being manipulated in the same way as the 
flag law was, but this is denied by Mr. Ar- 
rington. In support of his denial he quotes 


downu-town firms, against whom complaints 
have been made. Some of these cases are 
still pending. Justice Severson and Mr. Ar- 
rington say they have been as lenient as 
Possible with offenders, and in most in- 
stances have suspended fines when they 
were imposed or have imposed only light 
amounts. 

Among the persons who have been fined 
recently are C. A. Pienkowsky, dealer in silk 
linings, 52 State street, who was assessed 
$16, and M. Herskowitz, Madison street and 
Ogden avenue, who was assessed $19. . 

Under the State inspection law printed 
blanks are furnished to every firm employ- 
ing child labor. The employer is required to 
fill out the blanks with the date of birth 
and name of the child’s parents, and this 
must be sworn to before a notary. When 
the deputy inspectors make their visits they 
are supposed to have access to these rec- 
ords. The latter can only apply to children 
between the ages of 14 and 16. The employ- 
ing of children under 14 years is prohibited 
absolutely.

NEWS OF THEATERS. | 


A surprisingly .small audience presented 
itself at the Auditorium yesterday after- 
noon to listen to the Chicago Orchestra’s 
fifteenth public rehearsal, but if it was weak 
in numbers it was strong in enthusiasm and 
indulged in many and hearty demonstra- 
tions of satisfaction at the fine program pro- 
vided for its entertainment and the equally 
fine playing thereof. The opening number 
was the overture to Gluck's * Iphigenia in 
Aults,“ a composition which has already 
been presented several times at the 
symphony concerts, but which loses none of 
its original interest through frequent. repe- 
tition. *‘ Iphigenia in Aulis,“ it will be re- 
membered, was most highly thought of by 
Richard Wagner, ho made sundry re- 
visions and alterations in the score when he 
revived this work at Vienna in 1867. One im- 
portant modification which he made was the 
addition of a new ending or coda to the over- 
ture. thereby increasing its usefulness and 
efficiency as a concert number. It was this 
version which was played yesterday, and 
played, it should be added, with great deli- 
cacy and effectiveness. : 

Then followed a novelty—the only one on 
this week’s program, in fact—namely:: the 
sixth and last of the set of concertos—con- 
certi grossi, as he called them—which Bach 
wrote in 1721 for Christian Ludwig, Mar- 
grave of Brandenburg. The third of this 


set of compositions was played by the or- 


chestra during a former season, but number 
six had its first reading—in this country, it 
is believed—yesterday. This enjoyable work 
is in three movements, characterized 
throughout by Bach’s peculiar sturdiness 
and elegance of writing. It is wholesome 
music and pleased yesterday’s audience 
mightily, the first movement being followed 
by prolonged and vigorous applause,.a cir- 
cumstance which was repeated at the con- 
clusion of the number. The opening part:of 


the program came to an end with Brahm's 


first symphony, in C minor, which was last 
heard here at the third concert of last sea- 
son. The Bach number. evidently had a 
healthful effect upon the audience and put 
it into proper frame of mind for the sus- 
tained seriousness of this great work, which 
was listened to with the closest attention 
from beginning to end. The playing was 
superb and at the close of the adagio, which 
was given with remarkable poise and finish, 
Mr. Thomas was obliged to bow his acknowl- 
edgments to his delighted hearers.
